MEXICAN NOTE CONSIDERED 'TOO ABRUPT'

they have admitted for some time. 
What wa« deemed the most serious 
development was the arrival of the 
consul stationed at Monterey, at La- 
redo, Texas. 
The state department 


notified the American consuls some 
time ago they were at liberty to re- 
turn to this country "at their discre- 
tion." Report of the consul's return 
was made officially to the state de- 
partment today. No reason was giv- 
en for his action. 


Washington, June 17.— (By United 


Press)—There will neither be for or 
intervention 
in 
Mexico 
except 


through some overt act such as delib- 
erate attack on United States troops 
by recognized Carranza troops. This, 
it was learned, has been and will con- 
tinue to be this government's stand. 


War department officials belittled 


the Trevino message transmitted to- 
day through General Funston by Gen- 
eral Bell. 
Other officiate 
pointed 


•ut that Curranza's last 
note was 


considered "too abrupt" and they ad- 
ded that little attention would prob- 
ably be paid to. Carranza's warming. 


The Mexican 
embassy 
asserted 


that the 
Trevino' message was a 


"fake." They admitted that Trevino 
may have sent some communication. 
They declared that he would hardly 
do so without authority of Carranza; 
that considering his education it is 
unlikely that he would fail to open 
with the formal "I am instructed by 
the first chief " etc. 


United 
States officials 
admitted 


that grave possibilities endangered 
the situation but made it plain they 
do not expect Carranza to put ary 
hostile program into effect. The war 
department received private advices 
today staling notices posted in Chi- 
huahua City and Juarez urged citi"- 
7ens to supply themselves with arms 
and ammunition. 
As dispatches are 


received at the war department they 
are sent over to th« White House for 
President Wilson. 


Mexico will attack American troops 


if any more of the latter cross the 
border or if there is any attempt to 
move the troops according to a mes- 
sage General Trevino has telegraphed 
to General f'ershing. General Bell re- 
ported to the war department today 
through General Funston. 
"General 


Bell telphoned that General Trevino 
hud telegraphed General 
Pershing 


Unit if :uiy more troops crossed the 
border they will be attacked or if any 
attempt to move any more troops is 
made there will be attacked," said 
Funston's message. 


Acting Secretary of War Scott in 


announcing the message emphasized 


'the fact that the word had not come 
from Pershing himself. It was taken 
however, as official confirmation 
of 


Trevino's previous reported action in 
as much as Bell made his statement 
flatly and did not qualify it with any 
suggestions that Trevirio's 
massage 


was merely rumor. 


Another message 
revealed 
that 


Major Gray had returned to San Ig- 
aacio after having crossed into Mexi- 
co yesterday. The message explain- 
ed that the crossing was because of 
reports of more bandit activities an(J 
added that the Mexican authorities 
had offered to co-operate and that 
the bandit p;angs in that vicinity had 
been broken. 


Three Mexicans Killed

between United States troops and a 
band of 30 bandit*,! ten miles east of 
San Benito, Texas, last night. There 
were no American casualties.

through some overt act such as delib- 
erate attack on United States troops 
by recognized Carranza troops. This, 
it was learned, has been and will con- 
tinue to be this government's stand. 


War department officials belittled 


the Trevino message transmitted to- 
day through General Funston by Gen- 
eral Bell. 
Other officiate

•ut that Curranza's last 
note was 


considered "too abrupt" and they ad- 
ded that little attention would prob- 
ably be paid to. Carranza's warming. 


The Mexican 
embassy 
asserted 


that the 
Trevino' message was a 


"fake." They admitted that Trevino 
may have sent some communication. 
They declared that he would hardly 
do so without authority of Carranza; 
that considering his education it is 
unlikely that he would fail to open 
with the formal "I am instructed by 
the first chief " etc. 


United 
States officials 
admitted 


that grave possibilities endangered 
the situation but made it plain they 
do not expect Carranza to put ary 
hostile program into effect. The war 
department received private advices 
today staling notices posted in Chi- 
huahua City and Juarez urged citi"- 
7ens to supply themselves with arms 
and ammunition. 
As dispatches are 


received at the war department they 
are sent over to th« White House for 
President Wilson. 


Mexico will attack American troops 


if any more of the latter cross the 
border or if there is any attempt to 
move the troops according to a mes- 
sage General Trevino has telegraphed 
to General f'ershing. General Bell re- 
ported to the war department today 
through General Funston.

Bell telphoned that General Trevino 
hud telegraphed General 
Pershing 


Unit if :uiy more troops crossed the 
border they will be attacked or if any 
attempt to move any more troops is 
made there will be attacked," said 
Funston's message. 


Acting Secretary of War Scott in

'the fact that the word had not come 
from Pershing himself. It was taken
